“PLANT  PROTECTION  ACT.” 


Little  Cherry  Control  Regulations. 

NOTICE  is  hereby  given  that  under  the 
provisions  of  section  3  of  the  “  Plant 
Protection  Act,”  chapter  217  of  the  “  Revised 
Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1936,”  the  fol¬ 
lowing  regulations  have  been  approved  by 
Order  in  Council  No.  1070,  dated  May  30th, 
1947:— 

1.  These  regulations  may  be  cited  as  the 
“  Little  Cherry  Control  Regulations.” 

2.  In  these  regulations,  unless  the  context 
otherwise  requires: — 

“  Inspector  ”  means  an  Inspector  appointed 
under  the  “  Plant  Protection  Act  ”: 


“  Plant  pathologist  ”  means  any  plant  path¬ 
ologist  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
at  Victoria  or  Vancouver  or  any  plant 
pathologist  authorized  by  the  Minister: 

“  Grower  ”  means  any  person  occupying  land 
for  the  purpose  of  producing  cherries : 

“  Minister  ”  means  the  Minister  of  Agricul¬ 
ture. 

3.  The  provisions  of  these  regulations  shall 
apply  only  to  growers  in  that  part  of  the  Prov¬ 
ince  of  British  Columbia  which  is  bounded  on 
the  north  by  the  51st  parallel,  on  the  east  by 
the  119th  meridian,  on  the  west  by  the  121st 
meridian,  and  on  the  south  by  the  International 
Boundary,  which  area  shall  be  known  as  the 
“  Little  Cherry  Control  Area.” 

4.  Any  Inspector  may  inspect  any  grower’s 
crop  in  the  Little  Cherry  Control  Area  at  any 
time. 

5.  An  Inspector  who  discovers  or  suspects 
the  presence  of  little  cherry  in  a  crop  shall 
promptly  notify  the  plant  pathologist. 

6.  The  plant  pathologist  shall  examine  the 
suspected  tree  or  trees  and,  if  the  presence  of 
little  cherry  is  found,  shall  order  the  grower  to 
remove  the  tree  or  trees  infected  within  the 
period  of  time  stated  in  the  order. 

7.  If  any  grower  fails  to  remove  the  tree  or 
trees  so  ordered  to  be  removed  within  the 
period  of  time  set  out  in  the  order  of  the  plant 
pathologist,  the  same  may  be  removed  by  any 
person  acting  under  direction  of  the  Minister, 
and  the  cost  of  removing  same  shall  be  charged 
against  the  grower. 

8.  Every  grower  to  whom  an  order  is  issued, 
or  who  is  required  to  do  anything  by  or  pur¬ 
suant  to  these  regulations,  shall  obey  such 
order  or  do  such  things  as  required. 

9.  Every  grower  who  contravenes  any  of  the 
provisions  of  these  regulations  is  guilty  of  an 
offence  and  liable,  on  summary  conviction,  to  a 
fine  not  exceeding  two  hundred  and  fifty  dol¬ 
lars  and  not  less  than  fifty  dollars.

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
in  some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto.
